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MR Highlights: Even a cursory glance at the front pages 
of today's papers made it abundantly clear that the 
'security situation' is the most critical issue of the 
day. Headlines such as "Troops, Militants Exchange Fire 
in Waziristan," (para 10), "Two Important Foreign 
Members of Al-Qaeda Arrested" (para 13) , "Killing of 
Soldiers: Former Chief Minister of Balochistan Booked in 
the Case" (para 18) and "Cop Picked up from Punjab Chief 
Minister's Residence for Links with Al-Qaeda" (para 21) 
completely dominated the news pages of every major 
daily. Today's stories also indicate that the security- 
related public concern may soon move away from 
Waziristan and focus more closely on the happenings in 
Balochistan. 

The question of whether or not Pakistani troops will be 
deployed in Iraq continued to remain a dominant topic on 
both news and editorial pages. Prime Minister Shujaat 
Hussain and Information Minister Sheikh Rashid were 
quoted as saying "No Troops to Iraq Against Public 
Opinion" (paras 23-24) . However, center-right Urdu 
daily "Pakistan" went back to the Foreign Office 
announcement which said "Troops Will Not be Sent Under 
Present Circumstance" and asked the government to 
clarify the issue. "Iraq Policy: Government Should Get 
Rid of Confusion" (para 31) . 

National Security Advisor Condoleezza Rice's "gratitude" 
(NBC interview remarks) towards Pakistan "for providing 
terrorism intelligence" made to the front-pages as well 
(Para 4) . 

Two Federal Ministers came in for some harsh editorial 
criticism for "issuing contradictory statements" over 
the arrest of an al-Qaeda operative in Pakistan. 
Yesterday's papers reported two totally opposite 
versions on the arrest of an Al-Qaeda terrorist -- 
Information Minister said that an important terrorist 
had been arrested while the Interior Minister 
contradicted his cabinet colleague's claim. "The News" 
cautioned the Ministers to "comment with care so that no 
misunderstanding is created in the minds of the people"

The government 
accepted the pressure but the vernacular media in 
general resented it, denying terrorist connections of 
those arrested. In 2004, however, things are different 
in Pakistan. We know now who Ramzi bin al-Shibh was; 
and when it came to denying Nek Muhammad this year, we 
found it difficult to do so. The best course therefore 
would be to speak with one voice through one spokesman 
on all official matters related to giving information to 
the media and the public about Al-Qaeda terrorism. End 
quote .

complexities of Sudan, and would probably exacerbate the 
problem. And Europeans have done too much damage in 
Africa to qualify as saviors .... Were American forces 
to be deployed in Darfur, they would logically look upon 
the SLA and JEM as allies. The JEM enjoys the blessings 
of Sudanese Islamist leader Hassan Al Turabi. And 
Turabi was a friend of Usama bin Laden. That could 
conceivably put the U.S. on broadly the same side as the 
Al-Qaeda chief. Not for the first time, though. End 
quote.
